Tem** Solon* Will ll**-* Trouble K*dis­ 
tricting th* State. 
Austin, Sept. 4.—W hat promise* to 
be a most im portant undertaking by the 
next legislature, which will at the same 
time prove one of extreme contention 
and tedious work, is a redistricting of 
the state, which will be brought about. 
by the census of the U nited States just 
completed. 
By the census of 1898 Texas had a pop* 
obirion of 2,285,528, and entitled to 18 
congressmen, or one approximately to 
every 172,00) people. 
This state may 
have increased in population to such an 
a tte n t at to secure two or three addi­ 
tional congressmen, but. the tendency of 
I .*digress is to increase the basis of rep- 
osculation and reduce the number of 
Congressman rather than increase tho 
membership of that biffy. 
It now con­ 
sists of 856 members ami is unw ieldy, 
hence tho basis of representation is re­ 


d u c e d to avoid increase iu the number 
of members. 
By tin* reason of the probability of 
congress changing the basis of represen­ 
tation the legislature may be compelled 
to wait until tim national lawmakers 
act, and then meet in special session to 
redistrict Texas. 
Congress meets in 
December and may not pass an not fix­ 
ing tho representation until late in tho 
spring of the following year, and as has 
been the care several times before, an 
extra session of tho Texas legislature 
will have to be convened. 
W hen the Texas scions do got down 
to tho work of forming 
congressional 
districts there will be considerable jock­ 
eying aud w ire-pulling to group certain 
conn tie* w ith certain other counties. 
Which may not prove to the liking of 
the representative or citizens of the 
county sought to be annexed. 
The annie stabling block will be en­ 
countered when the logislatur under­ 
takes to redistrict the representative and 
senatorial eistricts. 
The senate has 81 members and the 
house 128, just 22 below the limit, and 
representing at a ration of AiMKMl inhab­ 
itants to cadi representative, 380,000 
people th at m ust bo added to our popu­ 
lation to arrive at. tho maximum m em ­ 
bership. 
An increase of more than 18 
par cent will call for the full constitu­ 
tional number of representatives, pro­ 
vided the legislature sees fit to increase 
the membership of the house. 
It is en­ 
tirely optional, as a section of the con­ 
stitution provides. 
The section only re­ 
stricts the legislature from providing 
for more than one representative for 
every 15,000 inhabitants.

Shanghai, Sept. 4. — Dispatches 
Bouncing that tho American govpf 
ment refuse* to agree to the withdrf Al 
of tho troop* from Pekin before satDiydd 
on the twitrages upon and the losses of 
its subjects is given, have been received 
hero and are applauded by the entire for­ 
eign colony in Shanghai, any other pol­ 
icy, according to tho business mon and 
missionaries with whom the Associated 
Press representative has talked, would 
be a vital blow to tho prestige of tho for­ 
eigners and would weaken their status 
in China. 
The local 
English papers 
fiercely denonnee tho proposal* to evac­ 
uate Pekin and say that tho Chinese 
would interpret evacuation as defeat. 
The masses of Chinamen now believe 
that the Chinese arms are victorious. 
The Chinese papers printed in Shanghai 
contain long, circumstantial accounts of 
alleged Chinese victories at Pekin, Tien 
Tsin and Lung Chao; and the shops in 
the native quarter* display for sal J lurid 
photographs of the celestial army driv­ 
ing tho European soldiers into the sea 
at Tabu and cutting them to pieces at 
Tien T*in. 
They also show pictures of 
the foreign admirals being tortured in 
the presence of the viceroys. 
Vice Ad­ 
miral Haymow Is represented, with his 
arms 
pinioned, 
bowing 
before 
tho 
throne. 
The people accept these reports 
and pictures as correctly representing 
the situation aud consider reports of the 
English press as “merely foreign lies.” 
The Europeans continue to demand 
the destruction of Pekin ond thepuuish- 
ment of officials, deeming indemnity 
and paper promises of new treaties in­ 
adequate. 
Undoubtedly the informa­ 
tion in detail of massacres of foreigners 
daily received inflames this sentiment. 
The dowager empress is living in the 
yamen at Tai Yuan Fu in Shanghai 
province. 
Fifty missionaries have been 
slaughtered 
in 
that 
yamen 
under 
orders, practically in the presence of the 
viceroys. 
Three were beheaded in the inner 
court, and others were killed barbar­ 
ously in the outer courtyard. 
Their 
bodies were thrown to the dogs. 
The empress has ordered a commis­ 
sioner to investigate the conduct of the 
southern viceroy* who made a compact 
with the foreign consuls, aud their deg­ 
radation is expected. 
No investigation 
of the officials opposed to foreigners has 
been ordered. 
The Associated Press representative 
learns from official sources the facts of 
the killing of several American women 
missionaries. 
At the request, of the mission board 
the detail* were withheld out of regard 
for the feelings of the relative* of the 
murdered women, but other prominent 
Americans, who have long antagonized 
the policy of sending women to isolated 
inland posts, think it important that the 
facts should be known. 
The names of 
the victims are withheld by request. 
Two of these women were charged 
with attempting to leave the stations 
where they were located, were led about 
the country naked, repeatedly outraged 
and finally killed by a method too re­ 
volting to be described. 
Two other American women were 
coming to the coast with a party, which 
a number of Chinamen followed and 
stoned. 
The women fell exhausted and 
were taken by the Chinamen into the 
presence of the local* officials. 
They 
were prostrated upon the 
execution 
block aud a feint was made of being be­ 
headed. 
One of them became hysteri­ 
cal and laughed, aud thinking her in­ 
sane, the Chinese escorted her to the 
coast because of their superstition re­ 
garding the insane. 
On the journey, 
however, the woman was repeatedly 
criminally assaulted by her escort. 
The other woman, after being exhib­ 
ited naked for some days aud suffering 
assault by several men, was tortured to 
death by the shameful methods as were 
practiced in other cases. 
Two Swedish missionary women ar­ 
rived at Shanghai after similar experi­ 
ences except that their lives were spared. 
The foregoing are matters of official 
record. 
The 14 English missionaries, includ­ 
ing six women and four children, who 
were murdered at Chu Chan, in the 
province of Che King, according to the 
story of the Spanish priest who escaped, 
were killed with hay forks and ancient 
spears by the magistrate’s bodyguard, 
and their naked bodies hanged from the 
trees. 
The incidents make a lenient policy 
u n p o p u la r in Shanghai, where all the 
victims had friends. 
Placards appeared today in places ex­ 
horting foreigners to oppose a compro­ 
mise with the government and attacking 
Li Hung Chang* quoting tho remark to 
Consul Goodnow, credited to Earl Li, 
that “the foreigners in Pekin, except 
the ministers, were of no account.”
